Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file consists of a photographic image of a young, partially nude woman, 
cropped to show only her torso down to just above her pubic area, and the bottom of her chin. 
Her breasts are partially visible through a gau 2 y fabric, and she has her finger stretched towards 
her mouth in a coquettish pose. The publication was submitted for classification because the 
informant in the related court proceedings was concerned that it promoted or supported the 
exploitation of children, or young persons, or both, for sexual purposes, or that it exploited the 
nudity of children, or young persons, or both, and should therefore be classified as objectionable. 
The age of the young woman depicted is difficult to ascertain; she could be anywhere from her 
mid-teens to her late teens or early twenties. As such, the publication cannot fairly be said to 
contain an image of a young person. Further, the partially nude image is not considered 
sufficiently sexual as to meet the criteria of dealing with "matters such as sex" under s3(l) of the 
FVPC Act. 

As the publication raises no issues under s3(l), s3A or s3B of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, it must, therefore, be classified as unrestricted. This classification is 
consistent with the right to freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990.
